he were able to sell it direct to the 
creamery. 
Of course I do not encourage cheese 
factories at th* expense of creameries 


or in opposition to them, but only in 
those castxi where a cream ery is out 
of the question. 
I have a number of 
plans draw n up to attaint those desi­ 
rous of starting cheese factories, and 
this departm ent intends to give all 
the assistance it can to the fanners 
of the state in this direction, so far 
as our lim itations at 
present 
will 
permit. 
A successful cheese factory 
can be started for f.'rfkh and w ill pay

A short time ago some Iowa par­ 
ties were in Brainerd looking up a 
location for a cheese factory, and they 
went over Crow Wing county pretty 
tnoroughiy, and after looking over 
several locations about decided that 
Pillager was about the point »bey 
wanted to start in, although nothing 
definite was decided upon. 
The gentlemen had a scheme which 
if promulgated will mean much for 
the county. 
They proposed estab­ 
lishing headquarters at some good 
poiot In tbe county and then estab­ 
lish branches in advantagous distanc­ 
es from 
where milk and 
cream 
can be collected. 
Cbmmisstonvr McConnell, of the 
food and dairy commission of the 
state, is very much interested in this 
industry and will try to briog this 
state up to tbe standard which Wis­ 
consin now maintains. 
Speaking of this subject recently 
Mr. McConnell said: 
“There are hundreds of localities 
where, for various reasons, it la out 
of the question to start a creamery, 
and where the conditions are very 
favorable for cheese factories. Every 
day or eo 1 get a letter from a man 
aaying that be has 160 cows, but no 
market for his product, and asking 
what he shall d a 
I tell him to start 
a cheese factory. 
He can get aa 
much for hia milk in this way as if 
he were able to sell it direct to tbe 
creamery. 
Of course 1 do not encourage cheese 
factories at tbe expense of creameries 
or in opposition to them, but only in 
those cases where a creamery is out 
of tbe question. 
I have a number of 
plans drawn up to assist those desi­ 
rous of starting cheese factories, aod 
this department intends to give all 
the assistance it can to tbe farmers 
of the state to this direction, so far 
as our limitations at present will 
permit. 
A successful cheese factory 
can be started for $609, and will pay 
for Itself almost immediately, 
I 
think Minnesota 
should hare as 
many cheese factories as any state 
in the wed, and I feel sure that it ia 
only a matter of time when it will be 
up with the leaders. Aaaoonae my 
present duties will permit it, 1 shall 
visit Wisconsin for the purpose of 
examining Into conditions there. 
I 
will visit a number of the beat Can­ 
tonea and eoltecf data aa to their 
methods of operating, and other in­ 
formation which will be of use to o* 
in our campaign among the Minne- 
sota farmers in behalf of the 
inonnvy.

The Settlement of the Great 
land Grant Wifl Brief in Large 
Sams for the State. 
By the settlement of the Great 
Northern land grant, of which about 
35,000 acres is located in Crow Wing 
county, and the sale of the lands to 
the Minnesota Land and Colonization 
company, there will be placed on the 
tax list 272,000 acres of land, valued 
at $500,000. for tax purposes, and 
they will be placed on the tax books 
at that figure. 
The tax for all pur­ 
poses is approximately 21 per cent 
of the assessed valuation, so these 
lands will yield the state at this 
valuation $12,500 per year, and this 
will increase year by year, as they 
are settled and improved. 
There will be another assessment 
of real estate next spring, and the 
value of farm lands will probably he 
increased one third over the last as­ 
sessment, which was $6.33 per acre 
on the average, or $230,660,000, all 
told 
An increase of one-third would 
bring this assessment up to $307,546,

The practical uses of liquid air 
promise a revolution in many trades 
and manufactures. 
As an explosive in naval warfare it 
is almost certain to supplant the use 
of gun-cotton and other high-power 
articles of destruction.

peace the same wonderful agent can 
be used for refrigeration and fight 
ing purposes. 
Above all liquid air is 
a very cheap product compared with 
other agencies of like powers.
